His unnatural and on the Firmament in a 
horrid and fire-burning ſhape appeared 
Star, a lighted Torch of God's Wrath, 
conjeurally is feared to be a fore-runner 

of far es Wars, and ſubſequent Calamiries, then 


that which appeared Anno 1618. aud ſecu all Exrope- 


over for thirty days together, forcſhewing bloody 
Wars, laſting thirty years ; as likewiſe thar ſeen 
Anno 1652. upon which the Polonian, Swediſh, and 
Daniſh Wars enſued. The form of this wonderful 
Star ſo exceedingly admircd in reſpet of the appa» 
rent Half-moons in it, is doubtlcſs a fore-runner of 
miſcrable Alterations, the rather becauſe the Arch+ 
Enemy to Chriſtendom hath with a ſtupendious Army 
invaded the Chriſtian Empire, threatning to come 
yet more ſtrongly to make horrid Devaſtarions; 
thercfore let us fall upon our knees, doing true Re- 

entance, be frequent and fervent in our Prayers, 
that God's fierce ſtriking Hand may be ſtay'd, and 
theſe threatned Calamities be averted. And whereas 
Neubarthws in his Almanack of the 1663. laſt, under 
the Title of a Great ConjunQion of Saturn and Fy- 
piter in the fiery Sign of Sagitarie, this enſuing Bla- 
zing Star from thence upon Aſtrological conje&ures 
hath its deſcent, unto a warning to all is it publiſhed, 
that we all may be turning to a ſpeedy and true Re- 
pentance- High-Dutch Copy.

E ſee clearly as in a Looking-glaſs that 
the coming of Chriſt draws nigh, and 
that the laſt times are at hand, through 
the Signs and Wonders that are ſeen 

on the Firmament of Heaven, Sun, Moon, and Stars, 


unto a warning and rowſing of the drowſie man, that 
|. he ſhould be converted, and turn off from his fiofal 


| ways. . Hereupon we thought good to communicate 


this horrible Star, the pourtrait whereof was ſent hi- 
| ther from Germany. 

This unnatural, and never the like ſcen Heavens- 
ſign or wondrous Star, appeared on the Firmament in 
a horcid ſhape and burning fire, as a kindled Torch 
of God's Wrath : Ir is feared that heavy Wars and 
Calamities will enſue thereupon ; like as that Anno 
1615. ſeen all Exrope over for thirty days together, 
ſignified thirty years bloody Wars; and the Blazing 
Star alſo which was ſeen Azno 1652. intimated the 
enſuing Polonian, Swediſh, and Daniſh Wars : The 
rather, becauſe the form of it is ſtrange and marvel- 
lous, bearing in the midſt two Half-moons, the Orto- 

| man Arms, who with his warlike Preparations aſto- 
| nifheth whole Exrope. Yet the Lord of Heaven 
ſeems to promiſe ſome good towards Chriſtendom, and 
through this token to turn off theſe Calamitics. New 
barthxs in his laſt years Almanack 1663. under the Ti- 
tle of the Creat ConjunRion of h and x in the fiery 
Sign 2, holds this Blazing Star for aneffcQ of it. Se- 
veral Aſtronomers held it for good that it ſhould be
